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Officials laud rescue efforts 


Explosion destroys 3 homes, damages others

Top officials in Romulus had 
nothing but praise for city em- 
ployees following the weekend 
propane gas explosion which 
destroyed three homes in the city 
and damaged four others. 


“I commend all the city depart- 
ments for what they did to help out in 
this dangerous situation," said 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt, as work 
crews began the long clean-up 
following the early Saturday mor- 
ning explosion. 

Troutt said that members of the 
Romulus Fire Department fought

That's what's at stake when Romulus voters go to the polls 
Tuesday. 

The voters will have to decide if a beautiful, versatile 
recreation facility is worth more taxes to them. It's certain 
that every Romulus resident would love to see a recreation 
center in their community, but the question is: "Are they 
willing to pay for it?" 

We certainly hope they are. 

Although the image of the Romulus community has 
grown— and no one would be ashamed of saying "I live in 
Romulus"— the proposed recreational center would do much 
to not only boost the image of the city but to tie the com- 
munity together. 

Romulus citizens really would have a facility they could be 
proud of. It would be a place that every citizen— from the 
youngest to the oldest — could go to have fun, to meet their 
neighbors from across the city and develop a happier and 
healthier life. 

A lot of what Mayor Terry L. Troutt and backers of the 
$5,000,000 general obligation bond issue to construct the 
recreation center say makes a lot of sense. Sure it's a dif- 
ficult economic time, but prices on building materials are 
bound to rise and the sooner the city begins the project the 
cheaper it'll be. 

Estimates by city officials say that the average 
homeowner will be paying $14.50 more per year to finance the 
recreational bond issue. And if that estimate holds true, it 
seems to us that no resident could afford to say no to the 
recreational bond. 

Certainly most residents would be getting more than $14.50 
value from the center in a year's time once it is completed. 

Opponents of the rec bond issue are saying "hold the line on 
taxes". That's fine, but if Romulus is to move ahead— if it is 
to become a city valuable to its residents— the voters must 
support important proposals for city betterment. 

Voters also will be asked for a $9,100,000 general obligation 
bond issue to pave every unpaved street, including a com- 
plete ditching and maintenance project, and paving for 
private roads if such roads are dedicated to the city. 

Paved roads also are very important to a community's 
wellbeing and advancement. 

It is up to the voters to decide if they are willing to spend 
more of their hard-earned money to make Romulus a nicer 
place to live.

through the night in an effort to 
contain the damage caused when a 
Sun Oil Co. liquid propane gas main 
ruptured on the south side of Nor- 
thline Road between Harrison and 
Inkster roads. 

He also credits employees of 
surrounding communities, and 
members of the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department Road Patrol 
for helping in the situation. 

“It’s a real tribute to those 
communities and the employees in 
them that the damage wasn’t more 
widespread. They worked through 
the night to save people’s lives and 
property." 

Reports from the sheriff indicate 
that a 1,000-foot fireball exploded to 
500 feet in the air from the ruptured 
gas main at 1:51 a m. Saturday 
morning. 

During the night, 10 units of the 
sheriffs patrol, fire units from 
Taylor, Wayne and Westland and 
police units from Taylor, Van Buren 
Township, Inkster and Wayne 
patroled the area to evacuate per- 
sons from homes in the area and to 
keep looters from the abandoned 
structures. Persons evacuated from 
homes were housed at the Ramada 
Inn in Romulus by the Sun Oil Co. 

Damage estimates are not in, but 
police reports indicate three homes 
totally were destroyed and four 
homes seriously damaged in the 
blast. 

Two citizens were taken to Wayne 
County General Hospital for 
treatment of injuries caused by the 
blaze. Michael Karacson, 11, of 28087 
Northline Road, is in fair condition

Workshop benefits youth, teachers

A summer program in the Oak- 
brook Townhouses in Romulus 
designed to broaden the horizons of 
youths in that development also may 
have helped the teachers. 

Earl Cornett, director of a 3-day 
per week summer workshop 
designed to serve about 125 
youngsters in the Oakbrook 
development at Middle Belt and 
Eureka roads, caDed the recently- 
completed 8-week program “a great 
experience for me,” 

Cornett, 30, of Ann Arbor said: “I 
think I did a productive thing this 
summer, in helping kids learn more 
about themselves and feel good 
about the things they accomplished. 

"It turned out to be a rewarding 
experience." 

Cornett, who was a hall monitor 
and part-time teacher in the 
Romulus School District last year, 
was in charge of a program designed 
by Oakbrook social worker Linda 
Serafin with the help of youngsters 
in the townhouse development and 


the Family and Neighborhood 
Services in Romulus. 

The United Community Service 
funded the program with $1,600, and 
the Communities United For Action 
(CUFA) program established a cold- 
lunch program for the participants. 

"I think this is a unique summer 
program, because the impetus for it 
was started with a group of residents 


and Mrs. Serafin who perceived a 
need in the development," Cornett 
said. ‘The kids here have very little 
to do during the summer, so the 
program was designed to help 
them." 

Not a traditional "summer 
recreation program" designed to 
keep youths off the streets, the Oak- 
brook program was established to 


"offer youngsters who participate in 
it experiences they never may have 
had in the past," according to 
Cornett. 

Two days each week, the par- 
ticipants worked on arts and crafts 
projects in special "clubs" 
established to suit their needs and on 
the third day, participants took trips 
to points of interest in the 
Metropolitan Detroit area. 

"It was a real joy, for instance, to 
watch the youngsters splash around 
in the water a few weeks ago, 
knowing they may not have had the 
chance during the summer if it 
weren’t for the program," Cornett 
said. "During the summer we took 
trips to Silver Lake and Kensington, 
where the youngsters were able to 
swim, and others to the Detroit Zoo 
and the Children’s Zoo on Belle Isle. 

"I think these sort of trips 
broadened their experiences, while 
the crafts programs helped the 
participants learn the meaning of 
accomplishment." 

Early in the program, the 
youngsters who participated were 
asked to consider joining activities

Thirteen of the 17 candidates 
running for the Romulus City 
Council answered The Romulus 
Roman’s second candidate 
question as part of the news- 
paper’s continuing coverage of 
the campaign in Romulus. 

Council hopefuls Robert Ab- 
bley, Fred Junior Block, Lnng 
Coleman, Jerry Dahlstrom, 
Charlie Harris, Kenneth R. 
Howington, Joseph R. 
Kochanosky, Joan A. Lee, 
Beverly McAnally, John W 
Maddish, Robert H. Martin. 
William M. Oakley and Jack 
Trumble answered the question: 
"Why do you seek a seat on the 
City Council? What are your 
qualifications for handling 
legislative affairs for the city? 
Their responses, handled in 
alphabetical order, follow. 

Abbley said he is seeking a seat 
"to better serve my neighbors" 


by seeking "a practical approach 
to the problems of our citizens." 
He added that he is qualified 
because he is an "honest and fair 
thinking individual belonging to 
no special interest group" whose 
13 years of work at United 
Airlines with the past eight years 
in public contact will help him get 
along with the public. 

Block, an incumbent, said he is 
seeking re-election "because I 
feel that during these times of 
mistrust for any public official, 
our residents need reassurance 
that honesty does exist, and by 
my efforts to meet this end, 
confidence will be restored." 
Block added that he feels his past 
five years on the council which 
gave him "the knowledge and 
understanding to proride ad- 
ditional service demands w’ithin 
existing budget appropriations" 
qualify him for a seat 



Coleman, another incumbent, 
said he is seeking re-election "to 
satisfy a commitment that was 
made two years ago to put 
Romulus back in the main- 
stream" by promoting industrial, 
recreational and road develop- 
ment in the city Coleman added 
that he is qualified because of his 
past two years of experience and 
demonstrated performance. 

Dahlstrom, a newcomer to 


politics, said he is seeking a seat 
on the council because "I enjoy 
being involved in public service" 
as demonstrated by his work in 
organizations as the Kiwanis and 
Key Club. Dahlstrom added that 
his age. 21, offers a "fresh ap- 
proach to city affairs" and that 
he has learned * team work" by 
the City Council is a "sure way to 
succeed." 

Harris, another newcomer. 


said his three terms as constable 
of Romulus and eight years as a 
police officer in the city qualify 
him for council. 

"My reason for seeking the 
council seat is I feel the city 
needs my knowledge for the 
betterment of the people," he 
added 

Howington. also a newcomer to 
politics, said he hopes to obtain a 
seat on the council "because our 
present council is not doing the 
job they were elected to do" 
Howington’s qualifications in- 
clude experience in the Romulus 
Athletic Club on its advisory 
committee, work with the 
Romulus Hockey Association and 
membership in Masonic Lodge 
number eight. 

Kochanosky, a newcomer to 
politics, said he is seeking a 
council seat because "I believe I 
can be of help to the other citizens 


of our city." He said his 15 years 
of work in "various supervisory 
positions" and in management of 
a small business qualify him for a 
seat. 

Mrs Lee, a 2-year incumbent, 
said her qualifications include 
her past service on the council, 
her teaching degree from Wayne 
State University and six years 
residency in the city. She added 
that she wants to run again 
because "much sincerity, 
devotion and hard work has gone 
into city programs" such as the 
Department of Responsive 
Government, increasing police 
protection, establishing a liaison 
with the schools and promoting a 
monthly public forum with the 
City Council. 

Mrs McAnally, a 2-year in- 
cumbent, said her past service in 
the community, both in the

Road Patrol nets fundiiig

Continuation of police 
protection by the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Road 
Patrol Division in seven 
Western Wayne County 
townships, at least until 
Nov. 30, has been assured 
by Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners. 

The full board last 
Thursday approved 
recommendations, made 
bv both the Public Safety 
and Means committees, to 
continue the county- 
finance police protection 
until the end of the county’s 
fiscal year Nov. 30. 

Continuation of the Road 
Patrol services will require 
additional funding of 


$117,000 which also was 
approved by the board. 

A committee spokesman 
pointed out that the Road 
Patrol services could be 
withdrawn earlier or later, 
depending on a decision by 
the Michigan Court of 
Appeals on an appeal of a 
lawsuit filed by the 
townships. 

The townships several 
months ago filed a Circuirt 
Court suit against the 
Board of Commissioners, 
following threats by the 
county to reduce or 
eliminate the Road Patrol 

The townships involved 
are Brownstown, Canton, 
Huron, Northville, 
Plymouth, Sumper and 
Van Buren. 

The townships contend 


the county has the legal 
responsibility to patrol 
townships in the absence of 
a township police force. 

A 3-member committee 


of the Board of Com- 
missioners currently is 
trying to negotiate a cost- 
sharing package for the 
Road Patrol protection in 
the seven townships. 


In April the Board of 
Commissioners approved 
an appropriation of $467,000 
to finance the 24-hour, 7- 
day a week patrol, covered 
by the 28-member force.

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Continued from Page A-l 
schools and city and as a writer 
for newspapers which made her 
more aware of the needs of the 
city qualified her for the council. 
She added that she is seeking a 
council seat because of the 
"great progress made toward 
correcting (the poor) image” of 
Romulus of two years ago and 
because she believes “I have not 
lost touch with feelings for the 
people who depend upon the 
council to provide services and 


facilities they cannot provide 
themselves.” 

Maddish, a newcomer to 
politics, said he is running 
“because the City of Romulus is 
at a very important crossroad 
which could mean either 
progress or collapse of our city’s 
future.” He believes he is 
qualified tohandle the council job 
by “having been part of many 
civic functions and programs” 
and his experience of the past. 

Martin, an unsuccessful 


candidate for council two years 
ago, said he is running “to help 
our new city. . return to the 
public.” 

Among his qualifications are 
membership in the Romulus 
Kiwanis, work on the Recreation 
Commission, work in the ladies 
softball league and work in the 
Romulus Hockey Association and 
past business and union work, 
including presidency of Local 998 
of the United Paper Workers 
union, he wrote in answer to The 


Roman’s question. 

Oakley, a 5-year-incumbent on 
the council said he is running “to 
serve as a pipeline for the 
residents of Romulus in assuring 
their feelings are voiced.” He 
believes he is qualified “because 
I have been a member of the 
council since cityhood” and that 
“during that time my awareness 
of the needs of the city and the 
feelings of Romulus residents has 
intensified.” 

Trumble, a 2-year incumbent, 


said: “I am seeking re-election to 
a seat on the council for the 
purpose of continuing programs 
already underway, such as 
parks, master drain plans and 
road improvements.” 

Trumble said his qualifications 
include his “track record of 
myself and the people 1 ran with 
in the last election” such as 
forming the Department of 
Responsive Government, parks 
expansion, road paving, the 


formation of a Police. Fire and 
Safety Commission and im- 
provements in the Department of 
Public Works. 

Not answering the questions 
were council hopefuls Gervazio 
Canejo, Charles R. Dick Jr., 
Jimmie C. Raspberry and Oliver 
Warren. 

Voters will go to the polls Sept. 
2 to narrow the 17-person council 
field to 14 candidates, which will 
run for office in November. 


Campaigning continues on bond 


Last minute campaigns 
are underway by 
proponents and opponents 
of two bond issues totaling 
$14.1 million to construct a 
new recreation center in 
Romulus and pave vir- 
tually every city street. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt, 
leader of those pushing for 
the bond issue, said that 
workers will be on the 
streets this weekend to 
leaflet homes in paved 
subdivisions explaining the 
benefits of street paving 
programs in the city to 
those residents. 


“Though the results may 
not be seen in front of 
subdivision homes if the 
$9.1 million bond issue is 
passed, they will be felt in 
improved roads throughout 
the community,” Troutt 
said. “Subdivision 
residents have to 
remember they use the 
roads of Romulus to reach 
their own homes, and 
without this bond money, 
the city will not have 
matching funds necessary 
to match county and 
federal money to obtain 
improvements to such 


roads as Eureka and 
Middlebelt in the near 
future.” 

Troutt also took time to 
clear up what he terms 
“misinformation” given 
The Romulus Roman by 
two women who voiced 
opposition to the bond 
issue. 

“The impression left was 
that homeowners in 
Romulus last year suffered 
as much as $30 per month 
increases in taxes,” Troutt 
said. “Nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

“In actuality, the two 


homeowners quoted in the 
articles had $30 per year 
taxes during the past year, 
and much of that money 
went to the schools, the 
county and the county 
school district,” Troutt 
said. 

Richard Campbell, 
spokesman for a group 
known as “grassroots” 
which opposes the plan said 
his workers would be 
leafletting the community 
over the weekend 

“We’re concerned about 
this bond issue, and the 
increase in taxes it would 


cause,” Campbell said. 
“But our main concern is 
that people get out and vote 
on this, whether they 
support our contention that 
it costs too much and is 
unfair to residents who live 
on paved streets, or not.” 

Some 3,000 voters are 
expected at the polls Aug.

approved a zoning request for the 
expansion of Belleville Manors 
Mobile Home Park, adding 88 more 
units to the park The vote was 3-4. 

In 1974, Van Buren Township 
Mobile Home Parks were used as an 
example for a 30-page study which 
concluded: “It is clear from the 
magnitude of the net figures that 
mobile home parks will cost existing 
citizens of Van Buren Township 
more than it will yield in revenues 

“The data show a net total 
township loss of $75,1 14 per year or a 
per capita deficit of $41 73 for each 
new resident 

“If mobile homes are lower cost 
private housing than other alter- 
natives, we may not want to 
discourage building of parks 
However, the improvement of 
housing services is a state and 
nationwide goal whose public costs 
should perhaps not be incurred 
locally to the extent that this study 
indicates they are.” 

This study is called: 

The Impact of Community 
Development on the Public 
Treasury. A case study of Mobile 
Home Parks - Report No. 36 Sep- 
tember 1974 By Leanna Stiefel, 
Department of Agricultural 
Economics, College of Agriculture 
and Natural Resources. Michigan 
State University. 

This is an interesting study and 
very informative. If interested 
citizens read this report I’m sure 
they will have some questions for the 
board members who voted yes on 
this zoning proposal 

Residents of Sumpter Township 
also should be aware of the in- 
formation in this study, they have 
more mobil home parks than Van 
Buren Township has.

DETROIT (OCT. 31, 1776) — A coalition of Indian tribes 
led by the fabled Pontiac has today ended a siege of Fort 
Detroit. 

The siege, which began six months ago, was un- 
successful because British supplies arrived by river to 
keep those inside alive. 

A trader, inside the Fort during the siege, said that the 
Indians first tried to take the Fort by surprise. 

"The commander was warned ahead of time and the 
Indian trick didn't work," he said. "The Indians turned on 
all the English living outside the gate. Not many of them 
got out alive." 

Major Henry Gladwin, 33, commander of the Fort, said 
that his tactic was to outwit the Indians. 

"The Indians out numbered us," he added. "We started 
the siege with only 300 regulars. Our best estimate is that 
Pontiac had more than 800 men." 

A local French farmer said many of his neighbors helped 
the Indians. He added that the English did not understand 
or appreciate the Indians. 

“The British are not like the French," the farmer said. 
"They do not willingly give gifts to the Indians. They're 
farmers and want only the Indians' land "

Old friends meet

Two local people, fond of flying, 
got together recently when the U.S. 
Air Force Thunderbirds went 
through its maneuvers in an 
exhibition. Enterprise-Roman Chief 
Photographer Lothar Konietzko, 
himself a pilot during World War II, 
met up with old friend Captain Doug 
Roach formerly of Romulus. 

Roach, a bachelor who now lives 
in Las Vegas, Nev., flies the im- 
portant slot position on the Thun- 
derbird team. 

“I applied for a position on the 
Thunderbird team because I wanted 
to fly with a select group of highly 
motivated and skilled fighter 
pilots,” Roach said. 

He recently started his third year 
with the team. 

First assigned in January 1973 as 
the logistics officer, Roach moved to 
the right wing position for the 1974 
Thunderbirds’ show This year he is 
flying in the slot position for the 
“Ambassadors in Blue.” 

Roach became interested in flying 
in his early teens. Living near 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport in 
Romulus, he had seen air shows 
year after year and developed a 
strong urge to “fly like the pilots I’d 
seen in the big air shows,” he said. 

While a member of the Michigan 
wing of the Civil Air Patrol (CAP), 
he trained and led their national 
championship drill team and was 
the first CAP cadet to be awarded 
that organization’s Spaatz and 
Falcon awards. He also was given 
the Commandant’s Award as the 
oustanding cadet among 250 
students in the Air Force ROTC 
summer training program at the 
University of Michigan (U-M). 

After graduation from the U-M in 
1964 with a Bachelor Degree in 
Business Administration, Roach 
entered the Air Force as a regular 
officer. 


Now he has more than 3,600 hours 
of flying time in jet aircraft and has 
received many awards along the 
way, including the DFC with three 
oak leaf cluster, the Air Medal with 
37 oak leaf cluster, the Combat 
Readiness Medal, the Republic of 
Vietnam Campaign Medal and the 
Vietnam Service Medal 

In discussing his friend, our 
photographer said: “He has a vital 
position in the Thunderbirds for- 
mation.” 

Lotharwent on tosay that as a slot 
pilot in a 4-plane formation, Roach 
has to not only watch f orward but his 


wing position to the right and left. 

“The first plane in the formation 
has no problems,” Lothar said “The 
pilot on the right only has his left 
wing to watch and the pilot on the 
left only has his right wing to watch. 
But the slot pilot (middle, rear) has 
all sides of the plane to watch.” 

Lothar not only came back from 
the Thunderbird’s recent exhibition 
up north with a program and 
brochure about his friend and his 
team, but also with pictures of the 
former Romulus man and of himself 
with his friend. He was proud to 
have the brouchure and program 
autographed by some of the pilots 


Lothar is proud to have some of 
the U.S. Air Force Thunderbirds as 
his friends, and prouder still that 
Captain Doug Roach is from 
Romulus, a community he loves and 
an area he has grown close to since 
he began taking photographs for The 
Enterprise-Roman more than 20 
years ago. 

In commenting on his friend, 
Lothar said: I would be real pleased 
to have Doug as a son, he is one of 
the nicest persons I ever have met. 

“I consider Doug Roach one of the 
finest young people I have known in 
my life, and that holds true in the air 
too — he is one of the finest pilots.”

Edison plans of a study 
which involves the use of 
an innovative concept, 
designed to assure a 
reliable supply of electrical 
energy and assist in 
keeping costs at the lowest 
possible level for its 
customers. 

The pilot project involves 
controlling electricity use 
with radio signals, a 
concept which is receiving 
wide attention not only in 


technical areas but the 
public media as well. 

In announcing the 
project, John R. Hamann, 
president and chief 
operating officer, said the 
study is part of Detroit 
Edison’s continuing 
commitment to research 
and efficient planning. 

Hamann said the test, 
involving the remote 
control of air conditioners, 
if proven successful, could 
have considerable impact 
on efforts to reduce electric 
energy use during peak 
hours. 

“As consumers well 
know, the extremely high 
costs of building new plants 


have contributed greatly to 
the increase in energy 
rates,” he added. “We hope

“Not only could such a 
system reduce our future 
generation requirements, 
but in emergencies or 
power shortages we would 
be able to turn off all air 
conditioning rather than 
implement rotational 
outages which might affect 
jobs and cause in- 
convenient and undesirable 
brownouts,” Hamann said. 

The company does not 
anticipate that its 
customers will notice a 
difference in comfort level 
as a result of air con- 
ditioners being turned off 
for brief periods and the 
test to date has borne this 
out. Studies will continue 
until mid-September.
